Bevaral
apeeches were mado to the effact that there
was no use of appealing to the Bishop, who
had been appealed to before, and who would
answer that he was obeying the orders of Rome
bv remalning in Havana. The real method
was to agitate throughout the country and
to work through Rome and Washington. It
was argued that the Bishop had come as the
envoy of annexation, and that he showed a
luek of sympathy with the Cubaus by not belng
present at publie ceremonies, such es the burial
of Gen. Maceo, and not taking part in publio
festivitles, whereas he sent a telegram to Col,
Roosevelt after the elections. It was charged
that the Blshop had broken the laws of the
Cathollo Church, which should be reported to
Rome.

Gen. Gomez aild that the best plan was for
all the municipalities to telegraph to the Blshop
asking bim to go, He spoke in favor of con-
tinulng the agitation, and declared that a re-
course to violence would be perfectly jueti-
flable o this ~ase, where the will of the people
was st at naught. He sald a strong and de-
termined message should be sent to Bishop
Bbarotti letting him know that he has a serious
queston to deal with

The attitude of (ien Gomez was apparently
very hostile, but some Cubans point out that his
position now is different from what it was when
the Bishop came here, he then having used his
influence to calin the people. It ls charged
that Gen. Gomez Is taking this means to bring
himself before the public.
